U.S. Loan to 
Golf Course 
in Mississippi

WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


Agriculture Department agen- 
cy, plowing past some of its own 
rules, Is about to underwrite a 
$265,000 loan to build a golf 
course in the Mississippi district 
of Rep. Jamie Whitten, chair- 
man of the appropriations sub- 
committee that approves the de- 
partment's budget. 


The Farmers Home Adminis- 


tration already has approved 
the loan guarantee for the all- 
white Natchez Trace Golf Club, 
Inc., but formal closing is not 
expected for a month or more. 


The loan will enable the coun- 


try club to buy land it has been 
leasing for a 9-hole golf course, 
buy and build an additional nine 
holes and construct a clubhouse, 
swimming pool, tennis courts 
and other facilities. 


The club is in Lee County, 


where, according to government 
figures, about 40 per cent of the 
families live below poverty in- 
come levels. Last fiscal year,

spent $300,000—about the same 
as the golf course loan's face 
value—on food stamps for 3,000

Agency officials both here and

find no indication that Whitten, 
a Democrat, had exerted any 


money available. The golf club 
is paying only 5 per cent inter- 
est, however, so the government 
must put up additional interest 
to make the arrangement ac- 
ceptable to the bank. 


If the loan closes at the cur- 


rent 8 per cent rate, the govern- 
ment would put up an additional 
3 per cent interest. If the money

Editor's Note: Mr. Cook for- 


got the biggest trading item of 
all —sorghum. In the depres-

1940 The Star some- 


times had stored in its front 
office up to 600 or 700 gallons 
of locally-produced sorghum. 


Most of this was taken in by 


Wayne Jarvis, Rosston, one of 
our 
early rural subscription 


commission men. Jarvis allowed 
subscribers 50 cents a gallon, 
we advanced Jarvis 25 cents a 
gallon, holding the sorghum as 
collateral—paying our agent the 
balance due him when the sor- 
ghum was sold. 


For three or four years it was 


a touch-and-go proposition. But 
as the depression wore off the 
price of sorghum recovered. As 
1 recall, we finally cleared out 
the last couple of hundred gal- 
lons to an Itinerant truck mer- 
chant at 6C or 75 cents a gallon 
— and the agents came out O.K. 


Bowden figured in the deal, 


too. Back in those days it wasn't 
hard for anyone with a trader's 
instinct to get into the subscrip- 
tion-selling act — although with 
car expense over a big terri- 
tory the newspaper was merely 
swapping dollars. But it develop- 
ed circulation —which was the 
whole point.

time between 1936 and 1939, I 
believe — I photographed Honus 
Wagner, then a Pittsburgh coach, 
at Forbes Field, Pittsburgh.

The friend's name was not re- 
vealed. 


"Police also are investigating 


some recent killings, probably 
of a similar nature, somewhere 
within Ontario," said Curtis 
Stadtfeld, an Eastern Michigan 
University information officer 
who is acting as the news coor- 
dinator for the investigation. 


He said the Canadian deaths 


may "involve some of the peo- 
ple under suspicion here."

Employment 
Up, Jobless 
Rate Is Up 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's total employment con- 
tinued 
to show a moderate 


growth in the economy in July, 
while the jobless rate increased 
slightly because of a rise in the 
labor force, the government re- 
ported today. 


Total employment rose more 


than half a million to 79.6 mil- 
lion last month, the .Labor De- 
partment said. 


The total number of unem- 


ployed was 3.2 million, actually 
a decline of 225,000 from June. 
But the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics said this was less than ex- 
pected, and thus figured a rise 
in the jobless rate from 3.4 to 
3.6 per cent of the civilian labor 
force. 


The bureau also reported that 


average earnings of some 47 
million rank and file workers 
rose in July to record highs of 
$3.03 per hour and $115.44 per 
week. This was one cent per 
hour and 68 cents per week 
above June. 


However, the bureau had re- 


ported earlier that because of 
Inflation, purchasing power wus 
slightly below a year ago. 


Thinks law, 
Order to Be 
Reestablished 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - For- 


mer Gov. Orval E. Faubus says 
that he sees hopeful signs for 
reestablishing law and order in 
the United States, although he 
thinks racial disturbances are 
"10, 20, 30 times greater" now 
than they were in 1957, the 
year of the Little Rock integra- 
tion crisis.

T h e 
improvement— despite 


two malfunctions in the craft- 
was because Mariner 7'scamer- 
as were operating at 5 to 6 de- 
grees higher temperature than 
those on Mariner 6, thus giving 
a stronger signal. 


Scientists agreed that Mariner 


6 turned up no evidence that 
even the crudest form of vega- 
tion could exist on Mars. It 
showed no evidence of nitrogen 
and very small amounts of oxy- 
gen.

Space Men 
Have Week 
in Quarantine

maining in their quarantine, the 
Apollo 11 astronauts today begin 
wrapping up a report of their 
adventure before stepping out 
into a world waiting to shower 
them with honors. 


Space agency officials said 


Neil A. Armstrong, Edwin E. 
Aldrin Jr. and Michael Collins 
have shown no ill effects from 
their space journey and indicat- 
ed there was no reason to ex- 
tend their isolation beyond the 
scheduled release date of next 
Monday; 


The 264 mice injected with 


moon dirt were still free of 
reaction, the officials reported. 


Meanwhile, scientists planned 


today to open the second of two 
boxes of stones collected by 
Armstrong and Aldrin on the lu- 
nar surface. 


Dr. T. Robin Brett, Manned 


Spacecraft 
Center 
geologist, 


said samples in the first box 
opened last week "seem to be 
settling down to three major 
rock types." 


Two types appear to be hard- 


ened from molten lava, with one 
more dense than the other, 
Brett 
said, while the third 


seems to be a clod of dust— with 
drips of glass around it some- 
thing like "the covering of taffy 
candy over an apple." 


Scientists suggested a meteor 


impacting 
the lunar 
surface 


could have compressed dust to 
make the clods and melted lu- 
nar material to form glass 
droplets 
which 
rained 
back 


upon the surface. 


Armstrong, Aldrin and Collins 


scheduled an all-day meeting to- 
day with experts on spacecraft 
systems. Tuesday, the trio plan 
to gi> "over-film they made-dur- 
ing their flight to select high- 
lights to be shown Aug. 12 dur- 
ing their first news conference 
after getting out of quarantine. 
The astronauts speak from with- 
in the Isolation chamber to the 
experts on the outside. 


The nation will begin shower- 


ing them with honors that same 
day, with the astronauts first 
appearing as special guests at a 


dinner of National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration offi- 
cials. 


On Aug. 13 they are to have 


ticker tape parades in New 
York and Chicago, with the day 
climaxed at a state dinner in 
Los Angeles to be attended by 
President Nixon and governors 
of the 50 states. 


Houston plans to honor the 


trio with a Texas-sized produc- 
tion in the Astrodome on Aug. 16 
assembled by David Merrick, 
producer of "Hello Dolly" and 
other Broadway shows. 


Honors also are expected in 


Armstrong's home town of Wa- 
pakoneta, Ohio, and in Aldrin's 
home town of Montclair, N.J. 
Collins, who has lived many 
places, claims no home town. 


Plans have not yet been an- 


nounced for any visits to other 
nations, but the space agency

cilities. 


The survey last January cov- 


ered California, Georgia, Illi- 
nois, Iowa, Tennessee, Utah.
